þ 4 H E firſt Enacting Clauſe provides, That after the Fa&or or 


Obje#. This will inevitably let in all the inconveniences and Abuſes 
which that Statute provides againſt ; for it being wholly impradticable 
for the Cheeſemongers or their Faftors, either to carry their own Weights 
about the Country, when they go to Buy, or to take away ſuch great 
quantities of Butter and Cheeſe, as they frequently Buy, at the time 
they buy itz they muſt abſolutely rely upon the Honeſty of thoſe Peo- 
ple whom they have already detetted of notorious and frequent Cheats. 
And by the ſaid Clauſe, the Butter being once approved at the Seller's 
Houſe, if the Cheeſemonger leaves it there, as of neceſſity he muſt for 
ſome timg, the Seller may mingle or change it, as he pleaſes, and yet 
be liable to no manner of Puniſhment for ſo doing, which will be an 
inconragement for thoſe Cheats to be committed more frequently, if 
poſlible, than formerly. | 


The next Paragraph ſeems to lay a Penalty on the Sellers, if they 
ſhould be guilty of any ſuch Offence as aforeſaid. 

ObjeF. Ncne but an Eye-witneſs can convit an Offender of ſuch 
Cheats : And 'ris not probable, that When a Perſon may offend in pri- 
vate with ſecurity, he will call any Witneſſes who may Convict him. 


The other parts of the Bill give every Trader an equal Property and 
Intereſt with the Cheeſemongers, in the Cheeſemongers private Shops, 


Ware-houſes, Servants._and_Veſlels, but allows them no manner of re---- 


compence for the ſame. 


ObjeF. This they humbly conceive to be without Precedent, and that 
by the ſame reaſon their Houſes and Shops in Londoz might be made 
commg), or their property in them wholly taken away. And the Cheeſe- 
mongers humbly hope, That they have the ſame right with all other 
Traders and Merchants whatſoever, to have diſtin Shops, Ware-houſes, 


Servants and Veſlels for their own uſe, without which, no Trade 
can polltbly be managed. 
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
